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Axe falls on fund 
for youth sports

THOUSANDS of children are set 
to lose out on the chance to play 
competitive sport after a 
£300,000 inter-schools prog¬ 
ramme was axed. 

The Schools Sports Partnership 
(SSP), based at Witchford Village 
College, provides sporting opport¬ 
unities for 18,000 state school pupils 
in East Cambridgeshire and Fen- 
land, but managers have been told 
the scheme's funding will not be 
renewed in August. 

The partnership works with 63 primary 
and secondary schools and organises inter¬ 
school leagues and competitions, specialist 
coaching and sports leadership courses for 
secondary school pupils, as well as sports 
days at Witchford Village College for younger 
children. 

Children at Rackham, Little Thetford, 

Stretham, Sutton, Mepal and Witcham, 

Robert Arkenstall and Wilburton have all 
enjoyed sports days at the college in recent 
months, including taster classes in rugby, 
hockey, tennis and circus skills. 

Secondary schools to benefit have in¬ 
cluded Witchford, Ely, Soham, and Cromwell 
Community College, in March. 

The cuts could result in nine redun¬ 
dancies at Witchford.

evacuees 
head for safety 

YOUNG children welcomed more than 150 
‘evacuees’ in a poignant recreation of the 1939 
evacuation of London. 

Pupils at Littleport Primary School played host to 
youngsters from St Matthias School, in Bethnal 
Green, on Tuesday, marking 71 years since pupils 
from the capital were evacuated to the remote 
Cambridgeshire village. 

During the Second World War-themed day, both 
sets of children experienced life as an evacuee, 
including billeting London children with their 
Littleport hosts, air raid drills and wartime sing¬ 
songs. 

There were also talks on the blackout, a visit from 
an RAF officer and gas mask drills. 

Teacher Lindsay Frost, who organised the day, 
said: “When I spoke with St Matthias School, we 
decided to give the children a clear insight into what 
would have happened to the children, where they 
would have stayed and how they would have felt. 

“I also invited Sally Austin, the education officer 
at Ely Museum, to help us to make the day as 
authentic as possible. 

“After we were approached by St Matthias, asking 
if they could re-enact their 1939 evacuation to 
Littleport School, both schools also wrote a 
collaborative book called Merging, which reflects 
on their experiences.”

The news follow the axing of the £160 
million national scheme, which began 10 
years ago. 

Diane Baker, partnership development 
manager at Witchford Sports Partnership, 
said: “It will be a real shame because 
thousands of children will miss out on the 
opportunity to play sport. 

“This is all happening in the year before 
the Olympics come to Britain when all the 
talk has been about inspiring young people 
and the sporting legacy it will leave the 
country. 

“It’s all about trying to hook children 
who don’t normally think about playing 
sports. For instance, we had 200 children 
here this week doing circus skills and they 
absolutely loved it. 

“It’s also an excellent bridge between 
schools in rural areas and it is helping to 
get children enthusiastic about sport, 
which is so important when we look at the 
increase in obesity rates recently.” 

Ms Barker said the programme also saw 
many children take part in sports 
leadership courses. They then go on to 
teach other youngsters. 

She added: “It’s a great way of giving 
them confidence and responsibility, as well 
as encouraging people to get active. 

“Everyone at the sports partnership is up 
in arms over the decision. Nationally there 
is a petition being led by young people 
which will be presented to the Secretary of 
State, Michael Gove, on December 6. 
Locally we are involved with this petition 
and are looking for as much support as 
possible 

“The cuts will have a devastating impact 
on all young people in the area so I am 
working to try to find alternative funding to 
continue the work of the partnership.”

Fees on cards to 
fund city parking 


NEW parking fees could be 
introduced to fund parking 
services in Ely, a council leader 
has hinted. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, said “tough 
decisions” needed to be made to cover 
the £450,000-a-year costs of paying for 
parking in the district. 

The council is looking at a range of 
options, including the possibility of car 
parking charges in Ely’s city centre. 

Cllr Brown said: “We all know about 
the daily pressures on our car parks - not 
just on market days and weekend - and 
the financial costs which running them 
create. 

“The simple facts are that we only 
have a limited number of spaces, but an 
ever growing demand. 

“We have explained before that our car 
parks cost over £450,000 a year to run, 
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which is currently paid for by the 
district’s council tax payers. 

“As we begin to assess the impact of 
the Comprehensive Spending Review, it 
is becoming clear that the district 
council’s budget will be under severe 
strain. 

“So far the discussions of public sector 
savings has been all about figures - we 
are now getting to the stage where we 
must deal with the reality of the situation 
and take the tough decisions. 

“So we must look at how to generate 
income for the council to pay for parking 
facilities while ensuring car parking is 
available for those who live, work and 
visit Ely.” 

Cllr Brown’s comments came as the 
council’s car park working party was due 


to meet yesterday to discuss the ongoing 
work on civil parking enforcement 
(CPE), which would see parking wardens 
hand out penalty tickets instead of 
police officers. 

The meeting was due to hear council 
parking wardens could be hitting the 
streets by 2012 - including patrolling 
council car park - while designated 
resident parking could also be 
introduced. 

Cllr Brown added: “We have made real 
progress recently, such as identifying 
ways to save money by working closer 
with the county council if we both work 
to the same timetable. 

“This provides the opportunity to 
deliver for the first time a fully integrated 
parking scheme by 2012. 

“This will create real value for money 
for residents who are relying on us to 
deliver an effective solution.”

TOILET managers and cleaners 
are feeling flushed with success 
after loos in East Cambridge¬ 
shire won glowing praise.

Each nominated toilet was visited by 
judges looking for spotless loos and 
evidence they are well looked after, with 
extra marks awarded for high quality 
signage, decor, cleanliness and hygiene. 

Toilets in Ely’s Barton Road car park, 
Ship Lane, Cloister and Newnham Street 
were all given five stars, while Lode Lane 
car park, in Wicken, was also awarded 
the top honour. 

Four-star grades were given to loos in 
Littleport car park, Ely’s Sacrist Gate and 
Palace Green amenities and toilets in 
Burwell and Fountain Lane, Soham.

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Calls for cash 
to reopen pool 


A CAMPAIGN has begun to 
reopen a school’s derelict 
swimming pool. 

Parents, governors and staff at 
St Andrew’s Primary School, in 
Soham, hope to raise around 
£65,000 to rebuild the school’s 
pool in Sand Street, which was 
shut last year after it was cond¬ 
emned as “unsafe” by inspectors. 

A committee of volunteers want 
to re-open the 20-year-old pool 
for children at St Andrew’s and 
The Weatheralls primary schools, 
who currently have to travel to Ely 
for swimming lessons. 

Volunteers have set up a charity 
to lead fundraising for running 
costs, which would be a minimum 
of £25,000, but they are also app¬ 
ealing for donations from local 
businesses to reduce costs. 

They are also looking at install¬ 
ing a £20,000 roof on the pool to 
extend the swimming season from 
two to eight months, while 
changing rooms costing £20,000 
are also being considered. 

Richard Liddington, head¬ 
teacher at St Andrew’s, said: “It is 
still very early days and we have 
just seen the initial outline draw- 
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ing for the pool. 

“We have a reasonably good 
level of support from parents and 
the local community, but there is 
still a long way to go. 

“Our plans would cost about 
£60,000 if we paid commercial 
prices, but we are looking for local 
builders, tradesmen or people 
with these talents to help us bring 
down the costs. 

“We are also pursuing the idea 
of working with the Weatheralls 
and we are holding a meeting with 
them on November 16, where we 
will share our vision of the pool. 

“After this meeting, we will 
know if it will be joint schools 
project or not.” 

A recent meeting of the school’s 
swimming pool committee exp¬ 
lored fundraising ideas and issues 
relating to the management of the 
pool. 

Budgens, The Co-op and Bar¬ 
clays have expressed an interest in 
making a contribution towards 
the scheme, while several fund¬ 
raising activities will be taking

place over the next few months.

News about councillors and their 
taxis to garden parties at Buckingham 
Palace seems unnecessarily alarmist 
(ECDC’s £250 taxi trip to royal party).

Food argument 
doesn’t square 

Sir, As a son of the soil and a lifetime 
friend of the earth, I thought that I 
ought to attend my first meeting of 
Friends of the Earth, especially as it 
was at Swaffham Prior village hall, a 
mere four miles from my home and 
in ‘my’ parish. 

Public transport being non-existent 
in Swaffham Prior Fen I went by 
‘unsustainable’ means - my car. 

The principal speaker was Tony 
Juniper, the tireless eco-campaigner 
and unsuccessful Green Party 
candidate for Cambridge. 

The audience of about 15 - at least 
four officials of the ‘Friends,’ two 
Liberal Democrat district councillors 
and their spouses, myself and a 
handful of others mostly unknown to 
me - was shown a film about the 
clearing of forests in Brazil to grow 
soya beans and it was both 


interesting and somewhat horrifying 
in parts. 

The horrifying parts implied that 
people with what looked like tumours 
and/or livid rashes on their skins were 
the victims of pesticides used by the 
soya bean farmers. 

It was unfortunate that the chemicals 
mentioned in the commentary were 
glyphosate and paraquat, both 
widely-used herbicides. I pointed this 
out. 

The meeting was intended to drum 
up public and Parliamentary support 
for a Private Member’s measure 
called the ‘Sustainable Livestock Bill’ 
being promoted by Rob Flello, MR 
and due to be discussed in the House 
of Commons tomorrow (November 
12). The Bill suggests ‘producing 
linseed, beans and other crops to cut 
down on importing soya [beans] from 
South America, which is leading to 
the destruction of parts of the 
Amazon rainforest.’ 

Mr Juniper emphasised that pigs in 
this country are being fed genetically- 
modified soya as protein and that, 
consequently, pork eaters are 
effectively supporting forest clearance 
in Brazil. 

I pointed out that I had started 
keeping pigs nearly 60 years ago, that 
in those days the principal protein 
source for pigs was dried fish meal, 
further that I was of the opinion that it 
was probably preferable for pigs to eat 
GM soya and not the world’s allegedly 
diminishing fish. 

Moreover, I said, aside from the 
doings of certain ‘Tea Party’ people in 
the United States, the use of GM foods 
in America for many years seemed to 
have had little ill effect. This point was 


also noted. 

I also stated (others present did get a 
look-in, too) that the growing world 
population - nine billion people by 
the year 2050 was mentioned by Mr 
Juniper - was a very major problem, 
aggravated in the countries of South 
America by the teachings of the 
Catholic church. 

As others questions soon ran out, I 
also raised one of my pet points. I said 
that I assumed that Mr Juniper and 
his colleagues were in favour of 
reducing this country’s food imports. 
‘Yes.’ 

I said that I assumed that they were in 
favour of British farmers growing a 
larger proportion of British food. ‘Yes’. 

I then said that this didn’t square with 
Mr Juniper’s support of the vast 
expansion of the National Trust’s 
Wicken Fen National Nature Reserve 
through buying up and letting go to 
waste thousands of acres of fine food- 
producing farm land including that in 
Swaflham Prior Fen. Mr Juniper 
responded by dodging the issue and 
then, as is his wont, wittering on 
about food waste. 

I let it go by saying that I opposed 
wasting food and also opposed 
wasting good farm land. At the 
conclusion of the meeting I remarked 
in a stage whisper that it had been 
‘better than the telly-just.’ 

As MP James Paice was not with us, 
those who were present were 
requested to contact him about Mr 
Flello’s Bill. I’ll think about that.

A TRADITIONAL Christmas tree 
will be erected in Ely next week 
after an artificial one failed 
structural tests. 

Officers at City of Ely Council have 
decided to use a real tree in Market Place 
this year after its 10-metre tall plastic tree 
failed rigorous engineering tests. 

The decision follows the collapse of the 
city’s £3,000 artificial tree last November 

- a day before the Queen was due to visit. 

- after it was knocked by 50mph winds 

The council took delivery of a re¬ 
placement tree in August, but this tree 
has now been rejected because it lacks 
“satisfactory strength”. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of the 
Christmas lights committee, said: “It was 
decided by the council that the tree 
should undergo rigorous structural tests 
to ensure its suitability for erecting in the 
Market Place. 

“Unfortunately these tests have proved 
the tree to be unsatisfactory for use. 

“Therefore, a real tree will be erected 
on the Market Place on November 19. 

“The council has agreed the supplier 
will collect the artificial tree and have it 
re-engineered to ensure its suitability for 
future use. 

“The council will not accept redelivery 
of the tree until it is content that it is of a 
satisfactory strength.” 

However, many residents have quest¬ 
ioned why the council invested in an 


artificial tree, which later snapped in half 
on November 25, causing hundreds of 
clip-in branches to fall down. 

Cllr Hobbs insisted an artificial tree 
would be the “best bet” for the future. 

He said: “I think what happened to the 
tree was sad but there was obviously a 
fault with it. 

“It was lovely looking and is meant to 


last for around 10 years, which is 
definitely the best bet for us eco¬ 
nomically.”

Man jailed for bid to smuggle drugs into prison 


A MAN who tried to 
smuggle heroin and 
cocaine into a Cam¬ 
bridgeshire prison is 
now behind bars him¬ 
self.

A drugs dog detected 
drugs and a search 
revealed Taylor had a 
packet containing her¬ 
oin, cocaine and cann¬ 
abis. 


Taylor, from Bolton, 
initially denied two 
counts of possessing 
Class A drugs with intent 
to supply and a further 
count of possessing a 
Class B drug with intent 
to supply. 

However, he pleaded 


guilty on the first day of 
his trial at Cambridge 
Crown Court and was 
jailed for 34 months. 

Det Con Kirsten 
Kitchen said: “Taylor 
was seen by prison 
officers attempting to 
pass the package to an 


inmate, but stopped 
when he realised he was 
being watched. 

“Taking drugs into 
prison is a very serious 
offence. People who 
supply drugs to inmates 
risk being locked up 
themselves.”

ONLY 30 per cent of businesses 
are complying with asbestos 
regulations, according to new 
council figures.

26 companies in Soham and Burwell 
last month. 

Only eight businesses complied with 
the rules to prevent health problems 
from the deadly fibres previously used 
in construction of buildings. 

Liz Knox, the council’s head of 
environmental services, said: “Asbestos 
is a known killer substance with a high 
mortality rate amongst workers such as 
plumbers and electricians, who may 
accidentally disturb it when carrying 
out maintenance work. 

“Studies have shown that approxi-

mately 40 per cent of businesses may 
not be complying with their duties 
under important legislation. 

“So it is very worrying that the 
snapshot we have of local businesses 
shows only 30 per cent of business 
reaching the required standards. 

“My officers will now be going out 
and about to help companies improve 
their understanding of the dangers of 
asbestos and what they need to do to 
comply with the law. 

“Often people think Health and 
Safety regulations just create red tape 
but in so many areas they really do 
protect us all.”

PLANS for new floodlit tennis 
courts at a school have been given 
the go-ahead, despite concerns 
about the impact it will have on 
bats. 

Governors of Soham Village College had 
applied for permission to relocate the 
school’s tennis courts last month. 

They planned to move them to the site of 
four pre-fabricated classrooms and a metal 
storage container. 

But the application was deferred by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council to 
investigate the impact on bats living in 
trees nearby. 

At a planning committee meeting last 
week, councillors approved the proposals 
after hearing there were no rare bats living 
nearby. 

Jonathan Peryer, business manager at 
the school, said: “The only worry the 
district council had was with regards to the

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bats, which was an issue we have 
addressed.” 

Soham Town Council had also raised 
concerns about the effects the relocation 
could have on residents living in College 
Close. 

A council report said: “The proposed 
flood-lighting would be inadequate and 
cause nuisance. 

“We also believe it would encourage 
anti-social behaviour and annoyance to 
neighbours.” 

It also added that the planned courts did 
not conform to Lawn Tennis Association 
standards. 

However, Mr Peryer said: “The tennis 
courts really won’t affect any residents in 
College Close and no residents have voiced 
any concerns.”

A SCHOOL has been hit by a 
triple tragedy after the death 
of a 19-year-old in an 
horrific crash. 

Tributes have been paid to 
Emma Holloway, 19, of Badwell 
Ash, Suffolk, who died in the smash 
on the A134 between Cockfield and 
Bradfield Combust in the county at 
10pm last Wednesday 

The Weekly News last week 
reported how King Edward VI 
School in Bury St Edmunds had 
suffered the loss of 28-year-old 
teacher Katie Colson, of Littleport. 

Miss Colson died when she was 
hit by a car while out jogging near 
her home. 

Ms Holloway, a former student at 
the school, is the third victim of 
tragedy in two weeks. 

The school also lost a third 
member of its community - a 15- 
year-old pupil, it has emerged. 

Tom Travers-Ashman died of 
cancer at home on October 20. 

An announcement by the family 
said Tom had endured an “ext¬ 
remely brave battle” with cancer

and said he would be greatly miss¬ 
ed. 

The family of Ms Holloway have 
paid tribute to their “much-loved 
daughter, sister, granddaughter, 
great granddaughter, niece and 
cousin” who was nicknamed “The 
Legend”. 

They said: “Emma was a very 
keen sportswoman and excelled in 


many sports. Her first love was 
always football where she played 
for many teams from the age of 7. 

“She played for Moreton Hall, 
Newmarket, Bury Town, Ipswich, 
and Sudbury and represented her 
county by playing for Suffolk. 
Latterly she was also keen to coach 
junior sides. 

“Emma was a young lady with a 
massive heart who always had time 
for other people. Emma had so 
much to live for, enjoying an active 
social life with many friends and 
looking forward to her plans for the 
future. 

“This has left a devastating hole 
in the hearts of all the lives of those 
she had touched. Emma acquired 
the nickname ‘The Legend’ whilst 
growing up and she truly is.” 

Tributes have also been paid to 
Miss Colson, 28, from Black Horse 
Drove, who died following the 
crash at Ten Mile Bank in the 
village which happened while she 
was out jogging on Friday, October 
29. 

Miss Colson was a science teach¬ 
er and pastoral leader at the 
school. 

Headteacher Geoff Barton said: 
“This is devastating news for the 
whole school community.”

A DRUNK teenage 
burglar was hunted 
down by police after 
“driving round in cir¬ 
cles” following a raid on 
a business. 

The 19-year-old, who had 
no licence or insurance, was 
locked up for two years. 

Tony Edward Adams, 19, of 
Morton Close, Ely, pleaded 
guilty at Cambridge Crown 
court last week to a string of 
driving offences and two 
burglaries committed in Ely. 

He burgled the Old School- 
house, in School Road, 
Pymoor, between fune 30 
and luly 10, which caused the 
owner an estimated loss of 
£3,000. 

He also burgled Chetti- 
sham Silos in High Barns, Ely, 
on fuly 15. He also admitted 
drink-driving, driving while 
disqualified, careless driving, 
driving without insurance 
and taking a vehicle without 
consent, all on the same day. 

Prosecuting, Marti Blair 
said Adams was clearly 
intoxicated when arrested by 
police. A breath test showed 
79 microgrammes of alcohol 
in 100 millilitres of breath - 
more than double the legal 
limit of 35. 

In committing the offences 
Adams had breached a sus¬ 
pended sentence order, 
which had been given pre¬ 
viously for driving offences, 
and he had served 111 days 
in custody. 

In mitigation, Michael 
Proctor said the Old School- 
house was unoccupied at the

time of the burglary as it was 
undergoing a renovation. 

Concerning the other 
offences, he said: “He was so 
heavily in drink that he has 
no recollection of that 
evening. 

“Regarding the careless 
driving, he was driving round 
and round in circles in an 
area he knew very well.” 

Mr Proctor said Adams led 
a “chaotic lifestyle”, had a 
background of motoring and 
vehicle-related offences and 
had never held a driving 
licence. 

He said Adams was the 
father to two children and 
now wanted to get back on 
track. 

Recorder Martin Oldham 
said his actions were foolish. 
He said: “Soon you will realise 
that staying out of trouble is 
always the better option in 
life.” 

Recorder Oldham senten¬ 
ced Adams to two years in a 
young offenders’ institute for 
the burglary of the Old 
Schoolhouse and 12 months, 
to run concurrently, for the 
Chettisham Silos burglary. 

For drink-driving he was 
banned from the road for 
three years. He was given 
three months in a young 
offenders’ institute, to run 
concurrently, for taking with¬ 
out consent. For the re¬ 
maining offences there was 
no separate penalty but his 
licence was endorsed.

Several important club items had been 
stolen during the break-in, which 
occurred on the evening of Monday, 
November 1. 

Youth leader and originator of the 
youth club, Carol Hebbard, said: “Their 
disappointment was evident when they 
saw the mess and the damage the thieves 
had left. 

“We can only look at this in a positive 
light and ask local businesses to help us 
replace the items stolen and help to

secure the building for the future.” 

Ms Hebbard said it was ironic the club 
should have been targeted as it was set up 
to reduce crime. 

She said: “The club has been running 
for six years and so far has reduced crime 
in the village significantly. Our aim is to 
have a youth club running every night of 
the week. 

“Thieves broke into the CCTV room, 
disconnected the camera and took the 
hard drive away with them, then pro¬ 
ceeded to raid the youth club cupboard 
during the night hours, leaving the 
cupboard in a mess and removing several 
large items. If anyone has any evidence at 
all please let the police know.” 

A police spokesman said: “This was a 
disgraceful incident. Offenders have 
caused a lot of damage to a building 
which is used by a number of clubs within 
the community.”

Ely fireworks fun 


FOR a fun-packed evening 
for all the family, come and 
watch Ely’s spectacular 
firework display at Cherry 
Hill Park this Saturday. 

This year, an even bigger 
display and added attractions, 
all run by volunteers, should 
result in some of the largest 
crowds ever seen at the annual 
crowd-puller, meaning even 
higher payouts to local charity 
groups and good causes.

Sparklers accounted for 135 of

of organised displays.

TODD Phillips, director of last year’s 
smash hit comedy The Hangover, 
reunites with scene-stealing actor Zach 
Galifianakis for this romantic, cross¬ 
country road trip. 

Lightning doesn’t strike twice, alas, 
because Due Date takes a simple 
premise and goes nowhere with it, as 
the two lead characters travel 
thousands of miles on a journey of 
self-discovery. 

Four screenwriters attempt to marry 
slapstick with soul-searching, dealing 
awkwardly with bereavement and the 
fear of impending parenthood as the 
film journeys from Los Angeles 
towards an obvious emotional 
crescendo in Atlanta. If the lead 
characters were more clearly defined 
and even likeable, we might be willing 
travelling companions on this odyssey. 
However, not even the impeccable 
comic timing of Galifianakis and co- 
star Robert Downey Jr can spark the 
dull dialogue to life or compel us to 
care about the two mismatched men, 
as they veer from one outrageous 
misfortune to the next. 

Expectant father Peter Highman 
(Robert Downey Jr) is a workaholic, 
who keeps in touch with his pregnant 
wife Sarah (Michelle Monaghan) via 
his omnipresent mobile phone. 


With her waters expected to break in 
only a few days, Peter prepares to fly 
home to make sure he is at Sarah’s 
side for the birth. A bag mix-up with 
fellow passenger Ethan Tremblay 
(Zach Galifianakis), an aspiring actor 
who carries his dog in his hand 
luggage, leads to both men being 
thrown off the flight. 

In the absence of his passport or 
wallet, Peter reluctantly accepts a lift 
from Ethan and his pooch, who are 
travelling to Hollywood to seek fame 
and fortune. 

The aspiring actor quickly grates on 
Peter, leading to interludes with a drug 
dealer (Juliette Lewis) and a Western 
Union agent (Danny McBride), who 
turns out to be a wounded soldier from 


the conflict of the Middle East. 
Eventually the father-to-be snaps - 
“I’m leaving you here because I hate 
you on a cellular level!” - but the film 
demands the healing of wounds. 

Due Date delivers 95 minutes of 
missed opportunities, including the 
pointless introduction of Peter’s good 
friend Darryl (Jamie Foxx) so the two 
men can procure a new car. 

There’s no on-screen chemistry 
between the leads and we don’t 
believe for a minute that enmity would 
mellow into companionship by the end 
of the trek. 

A car chase across the Mexican 
border is preposterous and, similarly, a 
gross-out scene in the car late at night 
strains credibility.

Contrasting conifers 
for a warmer winter 


B orders can look so 
lifeless at this time 
of year as 

perennials have died down 
while deciduous trees have 
shed their leaves, which is 
where evergreens come 
into their own. 

Of course, some might just 
associate evergreens with the 
columnar conifers so often 
dotted in among other specimens 
in the flower border to give 
height, structure and some 
colour throughout the year, but 
you can also feature evergreens 
in rock gardens, as feature plants 
in the shrub border and to add 
vibrance and form to containers. 

Of course, the usual evergreen 
suspects include azaleas, 
heathers and laurels, but with 
careful suiting and siting, there’s 
a wealth of evergreens which can 
provide so much more interest. 

Don’t think that evergreen is 
just green - look for flowering 
evergreens which can provide a 
splash of colour when flowers 
are non-existent. Plant Choisya 
ternata ‘Sundance’ to give the 
border a yellow feature, or 
Photinia fraseri ‘Red Robin’ to 
provide dazzling red foliage in 
spring. 

Pepper the border with 
variegated specimens such as 
Euonymus fortunei ‘Emerald ‘n’

Gold’, which is spotted with 
gold to give an eye-catching 
contrast to other less colourful 
plants in winter. 

Aim to include both colourful 
evergreens and deciduous shrubs 
with either fine flowers or 
stunning autumn foliage. In 
general, shrubs tend to go at the 
back and in the middle of the 
border, herbaceous perennials at 
the middle and in front. Aim to 
have around the same number of 
evergreen and deciduous shrubs 
and trees. 

It’s not only winter when 
evergreens can come into their 
own. You may have thought 
conifers were boring, but they 
can be used effectively within a 
hot colour scheme to produce a 
modern look and are ideal as a 
feature planting within a low 
maintenance gravel garden. 

For a really hot combination 
try Crocosmia ‘Lucifer’ with its 
pendant arches of red flowers 
alongside the conifer Thuja 


‘Rheingold’. The thuja’s adult 
foliage - a rich, deep old gold - 
is brilliant in winter as the cold 
temperature enhances the colour 
even more. 

Add low growing Berberis 
thunbergii ‘Darts Red Lady’ with 
bright yellow heleniums and this 
will give real warmth all year 
around. 

Conifers can be used to create 
a classy combination for a sunny 
position with an emphasis on 
contrasting colours from the cool 
end of the colour spectrum. 

Use the upright columnar 
Juniperus chinensis 
‘Pyramidalis’ with its prickly 
glaucous leaves in combination 
with the purple-leaved smoke 
bush Cotinus coggygria ‘Royal 
Purple’. Add the silver aromatic 
leaves of Artemesia ‘Powis 
Castle’ underplanted with the 
ground hugging Persicaria 
affinis ‘Darjeeling Red’ with its 
bright red flowers and large 
deep-green leaves. 

Conifers are low-maintenance 
plants, requiring only occasional 
trimming, provide shelter for 
garden wildlife all year and are a 
favourite of goldcrests and coal 
tits, providing structure by 
adding height to delineating 
areas. 

Avoid grouping too many 
similar conifers together. Go for 
some contrast and add colour 
with blue, orange, yellow and 


gold types. There are even 
conifers that turn mauve in the 
winter such as Crytomeria 
japonica ‘elegans compacta’ 
which look stunning against 
snow. 

They can also be used as a 
background to other plants. Try 
dark green behind flaming-red 
tulips, or blue-grey foliage 
behind red or blue flowering 
plants. 

Remember though that 
evergreen doesn’t necessarily 
mean indestructible. Make sure 
the plant is suitable for the place 
you’re going to put it because an 
evergreen is not always winter 
hardy. 

And ensure that the variety of 
shrub or tree you are choosing is 
evergreen, especially when the 
genus is a wide one. Check the 
labels of lonicera, berberis, 
viburnum and rhododendron, for 
instance, of which there are both 
evergreen and deciduous 
varieties. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Box (Buxus) 

These evergreen stalwarts 
provide the perfect topiary 
specimens outside front doors 
and add a touch of class on 
patios and at entrances to steps. 
Many people use them for 
hedging, as the stems bearing 
small and glossy leaves can be 
clipped regularly and make box

an ideal choice for formal 
hedging. It also withstands 
windy conditions and will 
survive in some shade and 
alkaline soil. 

The most popular type is B. 
sempervirens, the common box, 
which will grow to 3m (10ft) or 
more if left untrimmed and is 
widely grown as a hedge, 
planted in pots or trimmed into 


balls, pyramids or other topiary 
shapes. For dwarf hedges or 
edging beds, go for something 
more compact such as 
‘Suffruticosa’. Box thrives in 
partial shade but will tolerate 
full sun if the soil does not dry 
out. Grow it in moist, well- 
drained soil. It thrives on chalky 
soil or in pots of loam-based 
compost.

Uninsured driving ‘rife’ 
on UK roads, says poll

UNINSURED drivers 
are rife on our roads, 
according to research 
by moneysuper 
market.com. 

Britain’s number one 
comparison site found 
one in six (15 per cent) 
motorists have broken the 
law by getting behind the 
wheel of a car they weren’t 
insured to drive. Four per 
cent have admitted 
breaking the law by 
driving their own car 
uninsured, while nearly 
one in ten (nine per cent) 
have admitted to driving 
someone else’s car 
without cover. An 
additional two per cent 
say they have driven their 
own car uninsured in 
between renewing their 
insurance policy. 

Of those who admit to 
driving uninsured, an 
astonishing 36 per cent 
say it was because they 
didn’t know they needed 
insurance when behind 
the wheel. One in eight 
(12 per cent) just haven’t 
got round to renewing 
their policy, and 
worryingly almost one in 
ten (eight per cent) can’t 
afford cover. Others say 
there is no point having 
insurance as they won’t 
crash, or just can’t be 
bothered to get covered 
(seven per cent each). 

Steve Sweeney, head of 
car insurance at 
moneysuper market.com, 


said: “Motorists beware! A 
staggering number of 
drivers are prepared to hit 
the roads without 
insurance - a practice that 
is not only illegal but 
highly dangerous. While 
we’re all looking to tighten 
our purse strings, car 
insurance shouldn’t be an 
area to cut. 

“There is absolutely no 
excuse to be on the roads 
without adequate cover 
and I am very surprised to 
see the number of 
motorists who aren’t 
aware that they need 
insurance to drive a 
vehicle on the public 
highway. Clearly there is a 
need for better 
education.” 

Men are more tempted 
to chance the law than 
women, with nearly one 
in five (18 per cent) having 
taken to the roads without 
any insurance (compared 
to 10 per cent of female 
drivers). In addition, 
younger motorists are the 
biggest risk-takers, with 28 
per cent of 18-34 year olds 
admitting to driving a 
vehicle they weren’t 
insured to compared to 
seven per cent of over 55s. 

Steve Sweeney 

continued: “No matter 
how safe you think your 
driving is, if you are 
involved in a crash and 
you don’t have insurance, 
you could face thousands 
of pounds in liability, a 


conviction including six 
points on your license as 
well as the headache of 
charges up to £5,000. 
According to the Motor

£380 million a year for 
causing damages to other 
motorists - the facts speak 
for themselves, it really 
isn’t worth taking the risk, 
and for those who are 
foregoing car insurance 
for cost reasons, it is 
clearly a false economy. 

“Driving uninsured 
does not only have 
monetary implications for 
those breaking the rules, 
but it also costs every 
other motorist on the 
roads too. Uninsured 
drivers cost the industry 
£500 million each year 
and as a result adds an 
average £30 to every 
motorist’s premium. 

“By covering yourself, 
you are not only 
protecting yourself in the 
event of an accident, theft 
or damage, but you are 
protecting against other 
less cautious motorists on 
the road. While car
